Tlu- final avenue 
to its defeat or i-ircunm-ntion is closed 
by Hie decision of the supreme court of 
the I'niled Stales which holds the eigh- 
teenth 
amendment 
constitutional 
in 


e\ery respect, together with the congres- 
sional enactment known as the Volstead 
act for its enforcement. 
There was of 


course no question as to the validity of 
the amendment itself, which was care- 
fully drawn and acted upon from the 
passage of the original resolution to rati- 
lication by the states in the exact 
man- 


ner prescribed by the constitution. 


There were many good lawyers, 
how- 


ever, who regarded the Volstead act as of 
questionable validity, on the ground that 
it went farther than the fact in declaring 
any drink containing as much as one- 
half of one per cent of alcohol to be an 
"intoxicating beverage." The court dis- 
misses this contention in a summary 
manner, giving the argument scant con- 
sideration. It holds that while "there are 
limits beyond which congress cannot go 
in treating beverages as within its power 
of enforcement we think those limits are 
not transcended by the provision of the 
Volstead act." 


This settles the matter once and for 


all. 
Moreover, the decision is unani- 


mous both as to the constitutionality of 
the amendment and the validity of the 
enforcement act. The court makes it 
ciear that the use of the words in the 
i-econd section of the amendment that 
the congress and 
the states shall have 


"concurrent power" for the enforcement 
of prohibition does not mean joint 
pow- 


er, and (ioes not enable congress or the 
several states to "defeat or thwart the 
prohibition, but only to enforce it by ap- 
propriate means." Congress having de- 
creed the means and manner of enforce- 
ment the states have nothing to say in the 
matter, except to give full force and ef- 
fect to the federal law, which governs 
completely. 


Every possible objection and techni- 


cality that lawyers could devise 
was 


raised against the legality of prohibition, 
and all have been swept away. It was 
practically a foregone conclusion that 
this would be the result of the extraor- 
dinary efforts which have been employed 
hy the liquor interests to defeat or evade 
the eighteenth amendment. There is on- 
ly one way in which prohibition as it 
is now legally established and explicitly 
defined can be modified or repealed and 
that is by going through the same pro- 
cess which brought it into being, namely 
by constitutional amendment. 


Whether there will ever be a change 


is ;i debatable question. There can be no 
doubt that prohibition in the degree we 
have it. which is essentially absolute, is 
here for a long time. 
If the country- ad- 


justs itself to it and finds that it is just 
as well or better off without intoxicating 
beverages it is here forever. 
There is 


only one thing left to do and that is to 
observe the amendment in good faith, 
and to rigidly and effectively enforce it 
\\herc it is not so observed.

rafonunatoly. persons who . -<• ••(•ally fining 


insane seldom suspect it theniM'lves and their 
families and friends are loathe to recognize the 
truth. 
On the other hand, it is a peculiar fact 


that persons who fear they may !>,• going insane, 
seldom, if ever, become insane m the common 
sense of the word. 


In that form of insanity known as paralytic 


dementia or paresis and 
popularly 
sometimes 


dubbed "softening of the brain" the onset, typi- 
cally in an adult male from thirty to fifty-five 
years of age. is usually gradual 
It is difficult 


for the laity to recognize a gradual change in 
an individual's character, habits and disposition 
until some serious occurrence forces 
recogni- 


tion. 
In this particular type of mental disease 


la late result of syphilitic infection) the victim, 
perhaps previously a man of regular, temperate 
or abstemious habits, may exhibit a surprising 
fondness for drink, wasteful extravagance, un- 
seemly etscapades and licentious conduct. Quite 
foreign to his ordinary life. Perhaps he become* 
irritable or moody by spells, or neglects his busi- 
ness for no apparent reason, or suffers from in- 
somnia (though insomnia is not to be consider- 
ed a factor or cause of insanity), or develops a 
ravenous appetite, or shows remarkable lapses 
of memory for important things, or 
acquires 


careless or even offensive habits of dress and toi- 
let very different from his normal 
ways. Of 


course, these symptons do not warrant a di- 
agnosis of dementia or insanity, although they 
do or should awaken such a suspicion in 
the 


minds of the man's tamily and friends. Instead 
of merely worrying about such a possibility, it 
behooves those who are most concerned to sum- 
mon the aid of the family physician, or of any 
physician who happens to know the man. and be 
guided by his trained judgment. Procrastination 
in such circumstances sometimes brings disaster, 
for an insane person may commit sudden acts 
of a serious kind without apparent motives. 


When changes in character, habits, or disposi- 


tion such as those suggested occur in a man who 
also shows evidences of physical changes, such 
as a slowing, lurring or other interruption of a 
previouly normal speech, peculiar tremors of the 
facial muscles and of the hands, difficulty 
in 


writing, altered facial expression, there is all the 
more reason for intelligent action on the part of 
relatives before the condition grows worse. When 
in doubt, consult the doctor^ It is a 
mistaken 


policy to assume that such developments may be 
ascribed to "nervous breakdown" 
or 
"over- 


work." 
That is not true and can bring nothing 


but regrets.

Goat Milk 


Are goats free from tuberculosis? Would you 


recommend goat's milk for children? We can 
get goafs milk, but we are not so situated as to 
have milk from tuberculin tested cows. (A. N. 
M., California.) 
ANSWER—Yes, goats are-practically immune 


to tuberculosis, and goats' milk is excellent for 
children. 
A Cocoa Fiend 


Please advise me whether it is doing a young 


man 22 years any harm to drink three cups of 
cocoa at each meal. (W. C. G.) 


ANSWER—Not necessarily. 
It is equivalent 


to drinking perhaps one cup of t«;a or coffee at 
each meal, so far as stimulation of the nervous 
system is concerned. Cocoa is slightly nourishing 
in itself, unlike tea and coffee, and usually it is 
taken with considerable milk.. If the young man 
is an outdoor worker or has active exercise every 
day it is all right.

of the convention. 


But Douglas had always been a per- 
sistent opponent

rule. and. therefore, when Douglas 
Buchanan passed the majority line, 
withdrew and Buchanan was uuaui- 
nously nominated on the seventeenth 
ballot. 


There were 10 candidates for Vice- 


President oil the tirst roll-call, with 
General 
J. A. Uuitmau. Mississippi, 


leading 
and John C. Breckenridge. 


Kentucky, the close runner-up. Quit- 
man quit on the second ballot and his 
example 
was quickly followed by 


others, with the result that Brecken- 
ridge (later to be presidential nom- 
inee) was unanimously chosen. 


The Convention in its resolutions 


praised Pierce—though denying him 
renomination—and strongly declared 
against any Federal interference with 
the institution of slavery. It also re- 
solved against the right of the Federal 
Government to engage in "a general 
system of internal improvements," to 
protect industry by tariff, or to char- 
ter a national bank.

SPLIT DOUBLE BILL

London—Just what is the monetary 


value of a wife? 


Is a judge to fix the amount, just 


as if he were the assessor in some of 
the 
markets 
of the eastern world 


where wives are bought just as any 
other chattels? 


These are the startling questions 


that were recently raised by Justice 
Henry A. McCardie of the English 
High Courts. 
And 
he 
personally 


found no very satisfactory answers. 


Sues for Damages 


Justice McCardie was moved to his 


remarks by a divorce case in which a 
British army colonel, who had won 
the coveted Distinguished Service Or- 
der, sued for divorce, naming as his 
wife's paramour a young second lieu- 
tenant. 


Under English law the injured hus- 


band also sued for damages for the 
loss of his wife. 


Justice McCardie said he wished he 


could avoid the unpleasant duty of 
assessing the actual value of a woman 
as wife to the husband, mother of his 
children, and chatelaine of his home. 


"It is founded on the notion that 


a husband has a property hi the body 
and services of his wife.'1 This had 
its origin over 200 years ago.

He said he found its difficult to fix 


in 
financial 
phrases 
the 
amount 


which should be given as legal solace 
to a man who claimed compensation 
for a hurt to the deepest and most 
sacred feelings. But the law required 
him to fix the damages. 
So he put 


them down as $1250.

difficult to realize how a man of sen- 
sitive honor or of recognized 
rank 


could seek to recover money for his 
wife's dishonor.
